the reciprocal of the weight of 
hydrogen ions in grams per liter 
of solution. 
Properly shredded garbage 
shall mean garbage that has been 
shredded into particles so that 
at least forty percent (40%) shall 
pass a No. 8 and at least sixty- 
five percent (65%) shall pass a 
No. 3 and one hundred percent 
(100%) shall pass, a one-half 
(1/2) inch U. S. standard sieve 
simultaneously.

“No building so moved shall be 
permitted to stand upon any 
street within the limits of one (1) 
block between the hours of 5:00 
p.m. and 8:00 a.m., except by 
written permission obtained from

“No such. building shall be 
moved onto any lot in the City 
of Albany unless permission to 
do so has been granted by the 
Planning and Zoning Commission 
and the Building Inspector of the 
City of Albany.”
